School system looks to modernize 


education Alberta’s educa¬ 
tion minister unveiled a re¬ 
port yesterday that calls for 
a new 20-year plan to make 
the province’s school sys¬ 
tem more modem. 

The report, created by a 
22-member steering com¬ 
mittee, calls for a move to 
change the school system 
that will focus more on cre¬ 
ativity and use of technolo¬ 
gy- 

“Participants concluded 


that the education system 
needs more than minor 
change,” read the report, ti¬ 
tled Inspiring Education, A 
Dialogue With Albertans. 
“Indeed, they advocated for 
an informed transforma¬ 
tion of Alberta’s education 
system, one that challenges 
commonly held beliefs and 
leads to new structures and 
approaches.” 

The report says some po¬ 
tential changes that could 


be looming in the near fu¬ 
ture may be “uncomfort¬ 
able,” but necessaiy. 

However, principals of 
change remain vague in the 
report, but it hinted at a 
possibility of seeing school 
board members appointed 
rather than elected. 

“Elected boards will not 
be disbanded,” Education 
Minister Dave Hancock said 
during the announcement

EPS called in to probe attack 
on RCMP officer in Calgary

Charges have been laid 
against a man in 
connection with a 
stabbing at the headquar¬ 
ters of Alberta's police in¬ 
vestigative unit in Calgary 
Tuesday. 

Police say the attack hap¬ 
pened in an interview room 
at the Calgary offices of the 
Alberta Serious Incident Re¬ 
sponse Team (ASIRT). Police 
from Edmonton were asked 
to go to Calgary to take con¬ 
trol of the investigation, 
since the original ASIRT in¬ 
vestigation involved police 
in the Calgary area. 

A man, who had been 
shot by police in November, 
while being interviewed, 
suddenly turned on an offi¬ 
cer, allegedly stabbing him 
almost fatally before other 
investigators rushed in and 
wrestled him away. 

One of those would-be 
rescuers, a Calgary police 
officer, was slashed in the 
hand as he tried to help his 
fallen colleague. 

Lee Christopher Monrose, 
29, has been charged with 
11 criminal offences in rela¬ 
tion to Tuesday’s incident, 
including attempted mur¬ 
der. 

“The investigation re¬ 
vealed that Mr. Monrose ap¬ 
peared at the Calgary ASIRT 
office unannounced and 
asked to speak to the inves¬ 
tigator,” said Staff Sgt.

Lome Pubantz of the Ed¬ 
monton Police Service. 
“While speaking with the 
investigator, an altercation 
occurred, other members 
within the ASIRT office 
then heard the altercation 
and went in to see that a 
fight had occurred.” 

The officer involved in 
the stmggle, a plainclothes 
RCMP investigator working 
for the team, was stabbed 
three times and mshed to 
hospital with life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries. He remains in 
a Calgary hospital in serious 
condition but is able to 
speak with police investiga¬ 
tors. “Any police officer, 
when they go to work, 
hopes to go home to their 
family at the end of the 
day,” Pubantz said. 

Clifton Purvis, who heads 
the investigative unit, iden¬ 
tified the RCMP officer as 
Sgt. Andrew Johnson, 53, 
who has been with the 
force for 25 years.

Alberta's government is 
hoping a new deal with 
Canada's major retail asso¬ 
ciations will cut down the 
use of plastic shopping 
bags instead of opting for 
a provincewide ban. 

The deal includes a 
“memorandum of under¬ 
standing” that would see 
the industry voluntarily re¬ 
duce the number of plastic 
bags by half come 2013. 

Roughly 900 million 
bags were used in 2008, ac¬ 
cording to provincial sta¬ 
tistics. 

The industry will also 
pay for costs to implement 
the plan and that includes 
offering up educational 
initiatives to promote the 
use of reusable shopping 
bags. 

Environment Minister 
Rob Renner says the plan 
will work since it makes 
the retail industry “ac¬ 
countable” in cutting 


down the hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of bags that are 
dumped in landfills across 
the province. 

The industry is required 
to report back to the 
province on the program’s 


effectiveness annually, he 
said. 

“This is really the way 
things should work,” said 
Renner during an an¬ 
nouncement at West Ed¬ 
monton Mall yesterday. 


“It’s not government com¬ 
ing down with a giant 
hammer on the industry 
saying ‘you will do some¬ 
thing’ and putting out 
rules and regulations that 
probably won’t work. It’s 


industry and government 
sitting down, identifying a 
problem, coming up with 
a solution and then getting 
to work to actually apply 
that solution.” 

Some Alberta municipal¬ 
ities are already looking to 
implement plastic bag 
bans. 

Fort McMurray is imple¬ 
menting its plastic bag by¬ 
law in September that 
could see retailers pay as 
much as $1,000 in fines for 
offering up non-biodegrad- 
able plastic bags to cus¬ 
tomers. 

But the Retail Council of 
Canada says other jurisdic¬ 
tions with bag bans have 
seen plastic bag use rise. 

“There’s other parts 
when it comes to reducing 
the use of bags,” says RCC 
Alberta Director Peter Pi- 
larslci. 

“There’s reducing it’s 
distribution, there’s recy¬ 
cling, and you can reuse 
plastic bags. I use plastic 
bags to clean up after my 
dog.”

About 17 per cent of sex¬ 
ually experienced teen 
girls say they had used the 
rhythm method — timing 
their sex to avoid fertile 


days to prevent getting 
pregnant. That’s up from 
11 per cent in 2002. 

Nearly 64 per cent of 
teen boys said it’s OK for 
an unmarried female to 
have a child, up from 50 
per cent in 2002. More 
than 70 per cent of teen 
girls agreed, up from 65 
per cent, though the fe¬ 
male increase was not sta¬ 
tistically significant. 

The survey was conduct¬ 
ed at a time of some highly 
publicized pregnancies of 
unmarried teens, includ¬ 
ing Bristol Palin, the 
daughter of former GOP 
U.S. vice-presidential can¬ 
didate Sarah Palin, and 
Jamie Lynn Spears, Brit¬ 
ney’s kid sister.

Bloodbath in Britain 

Dozen killed as cabbie goes on shooting rampage

A taxi driver drove his ve¬ 
hicle on a shooting spree 
across a tranquil stretch of 
northwest England yester¬ 
day, methodically killing 
12 people and wounding 
25 others before turning 
the gun on himself, 
officials said. 

The rampage in the coun¬ 
ty of Cumbria was Britain’s 
deadliest mass shooting 
since 1996 and it jolted a 
country where handguns 
are banned and multiple 
shootings rare. The body of 
the suspected gunman, 52- 
year-old Derrick Bird, was 
found in woods near Boot, a 
hamlet popular with hikers 
and vacationers in Eng¬ 
land’s hilly, scenic Lake Dis¬ 
trict. 

Police said two weapons 
were recovered from the 
scene. Eight of the wound¬ 
ed were in the hospital, 
with three of them in criti¬ 
cal condition. Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II, who rarely issues 
statements responding to 
the news, said she shared in 


“the grief and horror of the 
whole country” and passed 
on her sympathy to the 
families of the victims. 

Peter Leder, a taxi driver 
who knew Bird, said he had 
seen the gunman Tuesday 
and didn’t notice anything 
that was obviously amiss. 
But he was struck by Bird’s 
departing words. 

“When he left he said, 
‘See you Peter, but I won’t 
see you again,”’ Leder told 
Channel 4 News. 


The first shootings were 
reported in the coastal 
town of Whitehaven, about 
560 kilometres northwest 
of London. Witnesses said 
the dead there included 
two of Bird’s fellow cabbies. 

Police warned residents 
to stay indoors as they 
tracked the gunman’s 
progress across the county. 
Witnesses described seeing 
the gunman driving around 
shooting from the window 
of his car. the associated press 


Israel drops plans to prosecute 


middle east In an attempt 
to limit the diplomatic 
damage from its deadly

Suicides lead to pay 
hike at iPad maker 


manufacturing The Taiwan 
company that makes iPads 
and other gadgets is raising 
the pay of its workers in 
China after a spate of sui¬ 
cides. 

Foxconn Technology 
Group, shaken by the sui¬ 
cides at its China plants, 
said it is raising the pay of 
workers by 
30 per cent, 
a greater in¬ 
crease than 
planned. 

The com¬ 
pany, which

tronic items, says the pay 
increase will take effect im¬ 
mediately at its plants 
across China. 

The basic salary at Fox- 
conn’s China plants is 
about 900 yuan ($130) per 
month. Ten workers have 


killed themselves and three 
have attempted suicide at 
Foxconn’s operations in 
southern China this year, 
involving mainly workers 
who jumped from build¬ 
ings. 

Labour activists accuse 
the company of having a 
rigid management style, an 
excessively fast assembly 
line and forced overwork. 
Foxconn denies the allega¬ 
tions. 

The company, part of Tai¬ 
wan’s Hon Hai Precision In¬ 
dustry Co., is the world’s 
largest contract maker of 
electronics.

Lakers and Celtics seek validation in multiple titles

When Kobe Bryant joined 
the Lakers and Paul Pierce 
landed with the Celtics in 
the late 1990s, they both 
learned most of what they 
needed to know about 
their franchises' histories 
and expectations simply 
by looking at the forests 
of fabric high above the 
court. 

These teams only hang 
banners for champi¬ 
onships, and they’re usual¬ 
ly in big groups. 

Multiple titles are the on¬ 
ly metric of success, the on¬ 
ly validation still interest¬ 
ing to Bryant and Pierce. 
Bryant is trying to accom¬ 
plish the rarest of NBA 
feats for the second time in 
his career, while Pierce’s 
Celtics get their first 
chance when the NBA fi¬ 
nals begin tonight at Sta¬ 
ples Center. 

“It’s going to mean every¬ 
thing for my career, be¬ 
cause a lot of guys have 
won one, and not many 
have won a couple,” Pierce 
said yesterday before 
Boston practised at Staples 
Center in Los Angeles. 

Pro basketball’s most 
successful franchises are to¬ 
gether in the NBA finals for 
the second time in three 
years and the 12th time 
overall. These teams will 
have won 33 of the league’s 
64 titles when they finish a 
potentially fascinating se¬ 
ries with plenty of modem 
subplots. 

“We’re always focused on 


winning a championship,” 
Bryant said. “And when you 
do it, you want to do it 
again and again.” 

Bryant is enjoying a dy¬ 
namic post-season despite 
hobbling through injuries 
during a third straight fi¬ 
nals mn by his remarkably 
steady Lakers, who are 8-0 
at home in the playoffs and 
haven’t even trailed in a se¬ 
ries. 

Boston’s swift rise from a 
50-win regular season as a 


No. 4 seed has been even 
more surprising, with Ra- 
jon Rondo making a quan¬ 
tum leap into stardom dur¬ 
ing what might be the last 
stand for Boston’s Big 
Three of Pierce, Kevin Gar¬ 
nett and Ray Allen. 

But on the biggest score- 
board of all, the one these 
players claim they seldom 
check, it’s Celtics 17, Lak¬ 
ers 15. Don’t expect fans in 
either basketball-crazy city 
to forget that score when 


their team takes it all 
again. 

And just in case the Sta¬ 
ples Center fans didn’t 
have enough reason to go 
crazy in Game 1, Pierce 
threw out the first volley 
against his own hometown. 

“Our fans are, I want to 
say, a little bit more knowl¬ 
edgeable to the game,” said 
Pierce, a Lakers fan grow¬ 
ing up in Inglewood. “I 
think a lot of celebrities 
come here to get out of the 
house (rather) than to 
watch a game — to see the 
other celebrities. It’s an in¬ 
teresting crowd, whereas I 
think our fans really come 
to watch the actual game.”

Serena upset by Sam 
Stosurin quarter-finals 


french open Top-ranlced Ser¬ 
ena Williams was eliminat¬ 
ed in the French Open quar¬ 
ter-finals yesterday, squan¬ 
dering a match point and 
losing to Australian spoiler 
Samantha Stosur, 6-2, 6-7 
( 2 ), 8 - 6 . 

A 12-time Grand Slam 
champion, Williams won 
her only French Open title 
in 2002 and hasn’t been to 
the semifinals since 2003. 

“I guess it’s a redundant 
story with me,” she said, “ft 
was my match, and I lost 
it.” 

The upset was the second 
in a row for the No. 7-seed- 
ed Stosur, and surprises 
keep coming at Roland Gar¬ 
ros. 

Four-time champion 
Rafael Nadal defied the 
trend, beating No. 19 Nico¬ 
las Almagro 7-6 (2), 7-6 (3), 6- 
4 in an all-Spanish quarter¬ 
final. But No. 3 Novak 
Djokovic lost to Jurgen 
Melzer, who earned his first 
Grand Slam semifinal berth 


at age 29 by rallying to win 
3-6, 2-6, 6-2, 7-6 (3), 6-4. 

On Monday, Stosur ended 
four-time champion Justine 
Henin’s Roland Garros win¬ 
ning streak at 24 matches 
in the fourth round. On 
Tuesday, top-ranked Roger 
Federer lost to Robin Soder- 
ling. Then Williams made 
her exit, with stretches of 
brilliant tennis by Stosur 
hastening the departure. 

The Australian, long re¬ 
garded as a doubles special¬ 
ist, used her forceful fore¬ 
hand to build a lead, win¬ 
ning 17 consecutive points 
during one stretch. 

Stosur hit consecutive 
cross-court winners to 
break for a 7-6 lead, then 
served out the victory, hit¬ 
ting service winners on the 
final three points. 

“Fve calmed down a little 
bit since walking off the 
court,” a smiling Stosur said 
90 minutes after the match. 
“But I’m pretty happy with

What energy crisis? 

Nilclas and Louise Scott 
run their dishwasher daily, 
watch movies on a 72-inch 
screen and walk on heated 
floors. But soaring energy 
prices are no concern for 
them. In fact, they are not 
even connected to the 
grid. 

After years of planning 
and experimenting with 
solar panels in their previ¬ 
ous home, the Swedish 
couple decided to go all 


the way last year. 

“When we told our 
friends about it, most of 
them thought we would 
fail miserably,” Nilclas said. 

But the self-sufficient 
house stood ready in Sep¬ 
tember last year. It is built 
with super insulated, ro¬ 
dent-repellent foam glass 
from recycled bottles. 

Later that year, Sweden’s 
coldest winter for 50 years 
arrived. 

Nilclas said it was a per¬ 
fect test and added: “We 
made it through and we 
didn’t even have the wind 
power station up.” 


The money the couple 
saved from not connecting 
to the grid was invested in 
just over 400 square feet of 
rooftop solar panels. In the 
unlikely event of a total so¬ 
lar eclipse combined with 
a total lack of wind, a 
room full of batteries will 
keep everything running 
for two weeks. 

Nilclas said: “On a sunny 
summer day the house will 
produce 10 times more en¬ 
ergy than it needs. I’m 
thinking of installing air 
conditioning this sum¬ 
mer.”

s someone who 
is always looking 
for the newest 
and latest things, 
I have something 
to admit: I spend late 
nights hunting for old fur¬ 
niture online and Satur¬ 
day mornings visiting 
yard and estate sales. It’s 
been quite a fruitful pas¬ 
time and I have furnished 
most of my house with 
other’s castaways from 
the past few years; beauti¬ 
ful cast-iron garden furni¬ 
ture, sunburst mirrors, 
vintage lamps, Persian 
rugs; all items that are a 


decorator’s dream come 
true. 

It’s been a great time for 
finding treasures; the ex¬ 
plosion of home sales 
means more people mov¬ 
ing; in return needing to 
rid themselves of great 
stuff. Shopping online at 
places like Kijiji (kijiji.ca) 
helps keep my treasure 
hunting passion alive 
even when the weather 
doesn’t allow for yard 
sales. 

My latest purchase was 
a very old, three-hump 
camelbaclc sofa. It had or¬ 
nately carved wood legs 
and was covered in an off- 
white damask fabric. The 
fabric was worn from 
many years of a cat’s 
claws, but other than that 
in sturdy condition. I liked 
the sofa because of its 
curvy shape; a trend that 
is making a return to fur¬ 
niture. I spoke to my pro¬ 


fessional upholsterer at 
InVue and asked if I could 
have two of the three 
humps removed, stain the 
carved legs very dark and 
re-cover it with an updat¬ 
ed fabric to create a mod¬ 
ern version of the old clas¬ 


sic sofa style. He said 
everything I wanted was 
doable, so the sofa is now 
being re-made, which is a 
much better option then 
the sofa ending up at a 
dump sight. 

There are many stylish 


refurbishing projects I 
plan to take on this sum¬ 
mer; here’s a few on my 
list: 

• Repaint the old wooden 
dresser that sits in my 
guest room: I love the size 
and function, but the 
shiny wood finish is look¬ 
ing outdated. A light sand¬ 
ing and a easy-spray coat 
of TKTK (I plan on paint¬ 
ing it Kiwi Green for fun) 
will add punch, colour 
and freshness to this tired 
piece. $20 for two cans of 
spray paint and I’ll create 
a signature furniture piece 
that the guest room des¬ 
perately needs. I just 
might paint the inside of 
the drawers tangerine or¬ 
ange for a surprise burst 
of colour. 

• Bind an old Persian rug: 

I purchased an antique 
8 x10 rug at a yard sale last 
summer. The edges were 
tattered, but rug had tons 


of character, colour and 
pattern. I want to add a 
five inch (I have chosen 
dark navy as the rug has a 
lot blue in it) ultra suede 
fabric border. That will 
clean up the edges and 
add a modern touch to the 
rug. My local rug cleaning 
company will clean and 
sew on the border at a cost 
of about $225. Its a great 
price to pay to have the 
charm of an old carpet 
with a modern edge. 

Another few weeks and 
I should have my curvy de¬ 
light back from the uphol¬ 
sterers. How much will it 
all cost? I paid $300 for 
the antique sofa, $450 for 
fabric and $900 for re¬ 
upholstering. Could I have 
purchased a custom-style 
sofa for $1,650? I bet not. 


Karl Lohnes is passionate about good decor 
and wants to help you have a beautiful 
home; no matter what your budget or style. 
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Now he measures every 
watt that leaves or comes 
into the house (the family 
cats Hampus and Razmus 
each generate 20 watts of 
energy per hour with their 
body heat) and plans to 
harvest water coming 
down the waterspout with 
a mini-powerplant that 
can charge a laptop during 
a downpour. Nilclas is the 
inventor, but today they 
are both enthusiasts. 

“I fell in love with Niklas 
because he is just a little 
bit crazy,” Louise said. 

The secret to sustainabil¬ 
ity is to not only produce 
green electricity, but to 
keep consumption at a 
minimum. 

LED lighting and smart 
ventilation keeps it at one 
fifth of that of an average 
house. 

“They say we have an en¬ 
ergy crisis, but it’s really 
just a matter of energy 
waste.” 

“We wanted to show 
that you can live eco- 
friendly and still have the 
same level of comfort.”

Create the perfect backyard shed

shed is a shed is 
a shed, right? 
Wrong. A shed 
can be whatever 
you want it to be. 

In a home, you’ve got to 
worry about making 
changes that suit you but 
may not raise the value of 
your home. But a shed — 
well, you can use your cre¬ 
ativity and have some fun. 

That being said, there 
are some ideas to keep in 
mind. 

A backyard shed nor¬ 
mally blends into the 
backyard. I think it is 
loveliest when it is wood 
or stone, and bedecked 


with plants, such as vines 
or climbing plants on a 
trellis, window boxes, 
hanging baskets, or 
planters. A window or two 
adds charm. 

Or, it can be finished to 
match your home, per¬ 
haps using the same type 
of siding or trim that 
you’ve got on your home. 

A metal shed, although 
less aesthetically pleasing, 
can be painted dark green 
or a colour that blends in¬ 
to a garden. Painting a 
mural (say, a sun and 
moon) is another possibili¬ 
ty, as is the notion of at¬ 
taching stone veneer or 
thinly-sliced wood to met¬ 
al shed walls. 

If you need to store 
things in the shed, it’s 
worth going through your 
shed items and turfing 
what you don’t need. After 
you do this, you may find 
you have usable space af¬ 
ter all. 


If you want to hang out 
in the space for any length 
of time, it’s definitely 
worth your while to insu¬ 
late and use sun-bloclcing 
curtains or shades to keep 
it cool in summer. If 
you’ve got power, fans al¬ 


so help. During colder 
weather, a small heating 
electric fireplace or a gel¬ 
burning fireplace is a love¬ 
ly and useful addition. 

Creature comforts are 
important too. Comfort¬ 
able seating with side ta¬ 


bles, curtains, a rug, art on 
wall, perhaps a small 
fridge, or a game table, a 
few books or magazines in 
a bookcase, a source of 
music or even a small tele¬ 
vision, makes the space a 
great place to lounge. 

If you’ve got power, it’s 
easy to put up lights. If 
not, provide battery-pow¬ 
ered lighting for tasks, 
and candles for mood 
lighting (but remember 
not to leave candles unat¬ 
tended). 

As for theme, a lot de¬ 
pends on the shed’s pur¬ 
pose. A shed can be a gar¬ 
dening shed, or it can be 
easily be transformed into 
a serene place to practise 
yoga, or an artist’s retreat, 
a place to practise music, 
a woodworking shop, or a 
playhouse for kids. Heck, 
it could even be made into 
a chicken coop, depend¬ 
ing on your municipality’s 
chiclcen-lceeping bylaws. 


Shed decor ideas 

• Hang antique gardening 
implements over the door or 
on shed walls. 

• Hang birdfeeders and set a 
birdbath nearby. 

• Arrange bunches of dried 
flowers or vines in hanging 
baskets or in swaths over 
windows or around the shed 
entrance. 

• Nail flower boxes under 
windows and plant cascad¬ 
ing flowers. 

• Use water chains that drip 
into water barrels. 

• Use terra cotta pots or 
planters set around the 
shed or along the path to 
the shed. 

• Attach durable art to shed 
walls, such as mosaic or tile 
art.

With warm weather and 
air conditioner season 
fast approaching, Direct 
Energy has tips to help 
Canadians get their 
homes “fit” and ready 
for summer. 

In a survey recently con¬ 
ducted by Angus Reid Pub¬

for myself. By 9 a.m., the 
spacious restaurant was 
nearly full — though the 
line-up out the door would¬ 
n’t really start until 10 or 
so. This is one popular 
place. 

Leafing through the ex¬ 
tensive breakfast menu, I 
focused on the benny com¬ 
bos. I weighed accompani¬ 
ments ranging from ham or 
tomato to steak or smoked 
salmon. Given the Euro¬ 


pean flair of the restaurant, 
I chose eggs Benedict with 
bratwurst ($15.95) and set¬ 
tled in to wait with a cup of 
hot, dark coffee ($2.50). 

My platter arrived in no 
time, loaded with two eggs 
on English muffins, two 
huge bratwurst and a 
mound of fried potatoes 
that could fix a pothole. 
Ernie swung by our table: 
“When you try the 
bratwurst, use the other 
bottle,” he said. 

I sampled the creamy, 
dreamy benny — that but- 
ter-infhsed white wine 
sauce was heavenly. The po¬ 
tatoes were crisp and 
chewy, while the bratwurst 
were plump, meaty and 


dense with flavour. The rec¬ 
ommended bottle was full 
of curry ketchup, a com¬ 
mon condiment in Holland, 
which suffused my 


bratwurst with spice and 
sweet cardamom. 

Best eggs Benedict in¬ 
deed, along with delightful 
service and a warm wel¬ 


come anytime. Barb and 
Ernie’s hits every note, 
which is why it has lasted 
35 years and people happily 
wait in the rain for a table.

Macarons a flavourful treat 



Strawberry-spice macarons, a version of the classic French cook¬ 
ie, have a slightly peppery taste in the shell that matches nicely 
with the sweet filling. 


Watch out, cupcake! The 
macaron is angling to be 
the new darling of the pas¬ 
try world. And it is one 
cute cookie. 

“They’re adorable,” says 
Angie Dudley, who blogs 
about baking at Balcerel- 
la.com and recently took a 
class on how to make the 
meringue-based treats 
from France. “I think it’s 
just the colours and they’re 
so uniform, they’re so per¬ 
fect-looking if you do it 
right.” 

The dessert (pronounced 
MAC-a-RON) comes from 
France and consists of just 
a few ingredients, mainly 
egg white, ground almonds 
and sugar. They’re often al¬ 
so called macaroons, which 
is confusing because a mac¬ 
aroon more commonly is a 
coconut-based sweet. 

A proper macaron con¬ 
sists of two rounds of 
meringue cookies sand¬ 
wiched together with fill¬ 
ing. Flavour? You name it. 
Macarons generally are 
treated like a blank canvas 
that can take on just about 
any colour and flavour. 

Sandro Micheli, pastry 
chef at Adour Alain 
Ducasse at The St. Regis 
New York, has long been a 
fan of the confection, crisp 
outside, creamy inside. In 
the last year, he’s noticed 
the appetite for macarons 
growing and has been 
teaching regular macaron 
classes. 


Fans include Jason Wu, 
the designer who made 
Michelle Obama’s inaugu¬ 
ral gown, who says he’s 
asked Micheli to create 
macarons in his signature 
colour of grey to hand out 
at a June fashion show. 

Moment of baking truth: 
Macarons may be easy on 
the eye. But are they hard 
to make? 

“Hard, no. Finicky, yes,” 
says Helene Dujardin, a 
food stylist and photogra¬ 
pher in Charleston, S.C., 
who taught the macaron 
class Dudley recently took. 
“No matter which method 
you use, French or Italian 
meringue, there are certain 
steps that require absolute 
focus. If the meringue is 
not stiff enough or too stiff 
before mixing in the al¬ 


monds the shells can be too 
weak or too hollow. If the 
whole batter is overmixed, 
the shells can spread too 
much, crack. It takes a little 
bit of practice.” 

Dujardin, originally from 
France, began making mac¬ 
arons regularly after mov¬ 
ing to the United States 
about a decade ago and 
missing the treats. 

Dudley, who lives in the 
Atlanta area, discovered 
macarons after coming 
across pictures of them on 
the web. That’s not surpris¬ 
ing since this trend seems 
to have received a lot of its 
oomph from bloggers, 
with numerous posts and 
websites as well as “mac” 
backing sessions on Twit¬ 
ter.

Fire Roasted 
Chicken with 
Apricot Glaze

PREP TIME: 10 MINUTES 
COOK TIME: 20 MINUTES 
INGREDIENTS: 

1/4 cup apricot jam 
3 tbsp cider vinegar 
1/4 tsp freshly ground 
black pepper plus more for 
seasoning 

1 garlic clove, minced 

11/2 lb skinless and bone¬ 
less chicken breast, cut in¬ 
to 1-inch cubes 

2 tbsp extra virgin olive oil, 
plus more for oiling grill 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat grill to medium- 
high. 

2. Combine first 4 ingredi¬ 
ents together in bowl. Stir 
until smooth and well 
blended and set aside. 


3. Thread chicken pieces 
onto 8 metal or presoaked 
wooden skewers and 
season with salt and 
pepper. Lightly brush grill 
with olive oil, place chick¬ 
en skewers on grill and 
cook for 2 minutes. Turn 
skewers over one quarter 
turn and baste cooked side 
with glaze. Continue to 
cook, basting and turning 
as needed until cooked 
through, about 8-9 
minutes total.
